ture was inadequate In some north­ 
eastern districts, while complaints

Sweet potatoes were mostly fair 
to good but are somewhat latft in 
Tennessee.

With several counties in South 
Alabama having picked, ginned, and 
sold their “first bale” of 192ft cot­ 
ton, the state as a whole still has 
good prospecta for making another 
crop of 1,000,000 hales. 
The last 
government condition report placed 
the Alabama crop at slightly more 
than 1,000,000 bales, and weather 
since the report wa* made has been
